Broad Brush No Ordinary 
Horse, Says Trainer Small 



Although his habit of loafing in the lead 
at one point threatened to cost him the race, 
Maryland-bred Broad Brush gained an im¬ 
pressive victory in the $350,000 Jim Beam 
Stakes-G3 at Latonia in late March. 


The rich 3-year-old event, which is con¬ 
sidered a major steppingstone to the Triple 
Crown races, was Broad Brush's sixth win 
out of eight starts. Asked what he has in 
mind now for the colt's future, owner Robert 
E. Meyerhoff replied: "the Derby " 

"The way he performed in the Jim Beam 
gives some indication of what enormous 
ability this colt has," commented trainer 
Dickie Small. Broad Brush posted every frac¬ 
tion in the mile and one-sixteenth event, and 
drew clear to win by a two-length margin. 
But not without a few snags along the way. 

"His big problem—and it's an unusual 
problem—is that other horses can't keep up 
with him," Small said. "He gets to the front 
and has a hard time keeping his attention on 
the race." Broad Brush wavered at the head 
of the stretch in the Jim Beam and was nearly 
engulfed by the oncoming Bachelor Beau, 
Tull and Miracle Wood. Then, under pres¬ 
sure from his regular rider Vince Bracciale, 


he accelerated rapidly and regained com¬ 
mand. Final time was a creditable 1:44Vfe. The 
11-10 favorite among the 12 starters in the 
Jim Beam Stakes-G3, Broad Brush earned 
$210,000 for the victory, which boosted his 
total earnings to $386,943. 

Runner-up to Broad Brush in the Jim Beam 
was another Maryland-bred, the 1985 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship winner Miracle 
Wood. Posted at odds of nearly 15-1, Miracle 
Wood also ran a good race, coming on to 
outgame third-place finisher Bachelor Beau 
by a nose at the wire. 

The Jim Beam had one other Maryland- 
bred starter: Southern Appeal, who finished 
sixth. 

Broad Brush, who was foaled and raised at 
Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix 
(Md.), has to his credit three other added - 
money races: the recent $100,000 Federico 
Tesio Stakes and the first division of the 
$75,000 General George Stakes at Pimlico, 
and last year's $40,000 Inner Harbor Stakes 
at Laurel. 

From the beginning Small has placed great 
stock in the bay colt by Ack Ack—Hay Patch- 
er by Hoist the Flag. "The first time they 
showed him to me up on the farm I could tell 
he was really good," related the veteran 
trainer. "Then I saw him gallop, and 1 was 
sure. I can't explain why, but after you see 
enough horses you get so you can tell the 
difference between an ordinary horse and a 
good one. He's really coordinated. He's big 
and strong and athletic. Some horses have to 
be taught things like switching leads—but 
those were things he already knew. The 
challenge has been getting it all out of him. 
But he's done everything we've ever asked 
him to, and he's done it easily. Hopefully, 
he's still developing." 

Broad Brush requires fairly strenuous train¬ 
ing ("heavier than most"), said Small. And 
he becomes bored easily. To give him new 
sights to see. Small sometimes takes the colt, 
who loves to travel in horse vans, for short 
rides around the beltway. "Just for fun," 
admitted Small. □

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Vogelman Breeds, Raises 
And Trains His Own Stable

"Picture badge? . . . Picture badge , sir . . . 
You 've got to have your picture badge ..." 


Ray Vogelman wheels his brand-new 
1986 Cadillac DeVille up to the Pimlico stable 
gate and passes through, unscathed by a 
brief skirmish with the guard. "Got a horse 
in the first race . . . must have left it in my old 
car," he tells the man in uniform. Then, 
wearily, to his passenger: "Same thing every 
day." 

Raymond E. Vogelman Jr. has been com¬ 
ing here to run horses since before many 
local trainers were born. Sixty-five years old, 
he is one of the few men in the state ever to 
have made a lifelong career out of breeding, 
raising and training his own horses. Which 
combines to give him a certain perspective. 

"This is not the easiest profession in the 
world," observes Mr. Vogelman. 

Right now Mr. Vogelman has in training 
one of the best horses he has ever owned—a 
4-year-old filly named Stay Home, winner of 
the $40,000 Contessa Handicap at Laurel in 
early February. Stay Home subsequently 
missed by three and one-quarter lengths in 
the Grade 3 Barbara Fritchie Handicap, and 
in her last start placed second in an allow¬ 
ance race at Aqueduct in March. The filly, 
who is by Mr. Vogelman's own stallion 
Count Brook, has earnings of $94,336. 

Ray Vogelman holds What an Entrance, 
a 4-year-old Mr. Judex colt whose name refers 
to his dam's difficulties during his foaling. 


But on this raw March afternoon, the 
trainer is preparing to saddle a less illustri¬ 
ous homebred: Princess Judy, a 4-year-old 
who is so far unplaced in 10 starts. Also by 
Count Brook, Princess Judy will make her 
appearance in a $6,000 maiden claiming race. 

"You breed some good ones and a whole 
lot of bad ones. And what the hell do you do 
with the bad ones?" questions Vogelman. 
Finding a spot for his automobile only yards 
from Pimlico's rear grandstand entrance, 
Mr. Vogelman begins to reflect back on his 
remarkable career with horses. 

"Got my first horse in 1942," he says. "A 
colt named Junior Four. I bought him from 
Janon Fisher and Louis Campbell trained 
him. We won a lot a races and I got a few 
more." 

It was in the winter of 1946-47 that Mr. 
Vogelman took up training. "By then I had 
three horses. Louis and I had taken them to 
Tropical Park and they just about hit rock 
bottom. We heard about a new track opening 
in Florida (the old Sunshine Park), so we 
decided to try to scrape together the money 
to get there. 

"After we got to Sunshine things got 
worse instead of better. All three horses 
were so sore we couldn't even start them. 
Well, there wasn't any point in Louis hang¬ 
ing around there broke with my three hors¬ 
es. So he got enough money together to get

himself home to Maryland. And I stayed 
with the horses. For the first time, I was my 
own trainer. A lot of good it did me—1 
couldn't even get one sound enough to race. 

"Finally the meeting ended. But 1 was too 
broke to ship out. There was another guy 
named Fred Hannum who was in the same 
boat. Only he had eight horses. We became 
great friends. We were the only ones left in 
the stable area. 

"I didn't know what was going to happen 
to us. Especially when the track told us that if 
we didn't leave they'd shut off our water and 
electricity. 

"Fred and I were trying to raise money, 
but we couldn't get enough. Then one day 
this fellow is wandering around the stables 
and he looks at one of my fillies and says: 
'My that's a nice looking mare. How much 
you want for her?' I said, 'A thousand dol¬ 
lars' without even thinking about what I was 
saying. I'd really have taken a lot less. 

"Well, about four hours later this fellow 
shows up with an open cattle truck and a 
check for $1,000. He was Carl Rose, the man 
who became the founder of the Florida 
breeding industry. That mare might have 
been his first purchase. 

"I didn't know how we'd get that filly up 
on that cattle truck, but I knew that for $1,000 
Fred and I would sure try. Eventually we got 
her loaded. And that was how Fred Hannum 
and I got out of Florida." 

When Raymond and Fred got back to 
Maryland on a railroad car with ten horses, 
Mr. Vogelman was ready to become his own 
trainer. 

Vogelman, whose interest in horses had 
developed while he was growing up in 
South Baltimore (his grandfather, Charles L. 
Vogelman, had a produce-hauling operation 
using draft horses which he kept in a stable 
behind the family's home on Hamburg 
street), worked at the business for 25 years, 
and accumulated scores of claiming-class 
race horses, before he latched onto his first 
stakes winner. 

His first truly good horse was Right Judex, 
who won the 1972 Challedon Stakes, defeat¬ 
ing Bee Bee Bee, subsequent winner of the 
Preakness. That horse also marked the 
emergence of Mr. Vogelman's "foundation 
sire"—the inimitable Count Brook. 


Purchased by Vogelman (and two part¬ 
ners) as a yearling from the 1963 Keeneland 
Fall sales for $5,500, Count Brook never actu¬ 
ally proved himself as a race horse. Out of 
ten starts, he won two races, had three sec¬ 
onds and retired with earnings of $8,975. 
Nevertheless, Count Brook (by Count of 
Honor out of the Brookfield mare Brook 
Flower) showed enough ability to be cited by 
the Blood-Horse as one of the best 3-year-olds 
of the 1965 season. "He was unsound from 
the word go," reports Mr. Vogelman. 

Although he covered only three mares 
during his first "full" season at stud in 1968, 
Count Brook produced both Right Judex and 
the stakes-placed filly Brook's Best from that 
initial crop. 

Count Brook has gone on to sire a number 
of other good winners, and has to his credit 
the stakes winners Run Em Up ($175,971, 
Free State S, etc.), Bannockburn ($91,034, 
Cameo S, etc.) and J.D. May ($46,897, Tri- 
State Futurity), in addition to Right Judex 
and (his latest) Stay Home. 

Bred primarily to Mr. Vogelman's own 
mares, few of whom were of any significant 
quality. Count Brook—who rates high neith¬ 
er in pedigree nor racing record—has had a 
long and astonishingly successful career at 
stud. 

Now 24 years old. Count Brook stands at 
Martha Green's Rainbow Valley Farm in Lin- 
wood (Md.) for a stated $500 live foal fee. 
Last year he was bred to only one mare, but 
Mr. Vogelman declines to call him a pension¬ 
er. "He's inactive, to say the least," says 
Vogelman. "The problem was that 1 didn't 
have any mares to breed to him, and I've 
never made a whole lot of effort to sell ser¬ 
vices. People would come to look at him. 
They'd stand there and say they didn't like 
this, or they didn't like that about him. And 
I'd say if you don't like him, don't breed to 
him. I'm no salesman; I couldn't sell a $5 bill 
for $4." 

Up until last year, Mr. Vogelman kept his 
horses on a 90-acre farm in Stevenson. Since 
1959 he had leased a section of the estate 
known as Laural from Mrs. Ral Parr. How¬ 
ever, Mrs. Parr died in 1980, and a few years 
ago the descendant who had inherited the 
farm decided not to continue renting. 

Mr. Vogelman sold the bulk of his breed¬ 
ing stock at the August, 1984, Maryland 



Sales Agency sale at Laurel, getting $16,800 
for 12 head of horses. The remainder, con¬ 
sisting of five broodmares and three year¬ 
lings, are stabled at Rainbow Valley Farm 
and Mildred Day's farm in Reisterstown. 
Mrs. Day's farm is also home to Vogelman's 
other stallion, Mr. Judex. The 23-year-old 
Mr. Judex (by Panacean—*Miss Judex by 
Maurepas) was bred by Mr. Vogelman. A 
stakes-placed earner of $112,000, he has not 
distinguished himself as a sire. 

Currently, Mr. Vogelman has 18 horses in 
training—nine of which are stabled at Pim¬ 
lico and nine at Laurel. About half are his 
alone, and the others (including Stay Home) 
are owned in partnership with his longtime 
associate William Lester. One belongs to a 
new client, Fitzwater Farm. 

"Once you get into this business, you just 
can't get out," comments the trainer. A 
bachelor throughout his life, he lives in an 
apartment in Cockeysville, and says he has 
no hobbies or interests outside of racing. As 
a young man, he attended one year of college 
at Johns Hopkins University, then went to 
work for American Airlines. First an opera¬ 
tions agent, and later a flight navigator for 
American Airlines, Mr. Vogelman was active 
in the Air Transport Command during 
World War II. Had he not become a trainer, 
he says he might still be working for the 
airline company, "or maybe retired." In the 
horse business, he "can't retire because 
there are always more young horses coming 
along." 

He admits he seldom watches the races 
unless one of his own horses is entered, and 
says he rarely bets at all. "I like to bet on 
basketball or football games," says Vogel¬ 
man. "There's only one way to lose them 
and that is if the other team scores more 
points." 

Maryland racing is better now than it has 
been for years, believes Mr. Vogelman, al¬ 
though he is in complete disagreement with 
recent changes in the Maryland Fund pro¬ 
gram. Owner bonuses, which were insti¬ 
tuted in place of regular restricted races for 
Maryland-breds in 1982, have distorted the

original purpose of the Maryland Fund, 
maintains Mr. Vogelman. 

"The Maryland Fund was set up to help 
breeders, but a lot of that money from own¬ 
er's bonuses is going to high-priced claiming 
outfits," he says. For many years Mr. Vogel¬ 
man has been one of the leading recipients of 
Maryland Fund bonuses, and in 1985 he (and 
his partners) received a total of $23,796 in 
awards. "It's a good program—but that part 
is wrong," he comments. 

By this time, Mr. Vogelman's latest starter. 
Princess Judy, has been saddled and led to 
the post parade. Resigned to the idea that 
she's "not much horse," Mr. Vogelman is 
clearly pleased as the filly comes on to finish 
a rallying third. "I was tickled," he says as he 
makes his exit through the grandstand 
crowd. □

per cent success. But that's the record held 
right now by Bill and Nancy DeVoe. 


The Phoenix (Md.) couple—he is a pedia¬ 
trician, she teaches school—has had only 
one horse to start in their Thornridge Stable 
colors. Yet that lone starter is a treasure. 

Purchased by the DeVoes for $25,000 at 
last year's Maryland Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale, a Shelter Half filly named 
Tulindas rewarded the new owners with 
their first win in late January. Less than one 
month later, Tulindas registered a victory in 
the Politely Stakes at Pimlico, and in mid- 
March she came back to an impressive sec¬ 
ond-place finish in Pimlico's Flirtation 
Stakes. In six starts she has earned $41,987. 

Do the DeVoes (perhaps) have some idea 
that all new owners start out this way? “We 
do know we're lucky!" commented Mrs. De¬ 
Voe, her obvious enthusiasm mirrored by

that of her husband. "Even though we are 
super-neophytes." 

The DeVoes have been involved with 
pleasure horses for some 14 years—ever 
since they purchased their older daughter 
her first pony. Both daughters (Margo, now 
20; and Phoebe, 13) have had a long and 
active participation in Pony Club activities. 

So it wasn't a giant leap when two years ago 
Dr. and Mrs. DeVoe purchased their first 
race horse. 

"Another doctor at the hospital had been 
talking to Bill about it and he encouraged us 
to go with him to a sale," recalled Mrs. De¬ 
Voe. "We went along and ended up bidding 
on a weanling—and buying her." 

At that sale (the 1984 Fasig-Tipton October 
Mixed), the DeVoes purchased a weanling 
filly by Double Zeus—Easy Conquest by 
*Royal Charger for $9,000. "She was the best 
buy of the night. And also the most expen¬ 
sive weanling," noted Nancy DeVoe. 

While Mrs. DeVoe has taken a primary 
interest over the years in the riding horses, 
the race horses are Dr. DeVoe's pet project. 

"If we never make a dime out of the race 
horses they'll be worth it," commented Mrs. 
DeVoe. "Bill wasn't really interested in hors¬ 
es until the race horses came along. And it's 
really nice to find something we can enjoy 

Dr. William DeVoe, the chief of pediatrics at St. 
Joseph Hospital in Towson, and his wife Nancy, a 
teacher in the Baltimore County system, have had 
only one starter. Politely Stakes winner Tulindas.

together. It used to be that the girls and I 
would go off to combined training shows, 
and Bill would stay home alone. Now we all 
go to the race track, and it's really fun. Going 
to the race track is the only activity I can think 
of that our 20-year-old and our 13-year-old 
would want to do with us. We certainly 
wouldn't all go to the movies together." 

Only two months after acquiring the 
weanling. Dr. and Mrs. DeVoe went in for 
their first broodmare. They paid $17,500 for 
Seventh Symphony (Impressive—Scottish 
Melody by Nearctic) at the 1984 Maryland 
Sales Agency December Mixed sale. The 
mare was in foal to Shelter Half when the 
DeVoes bought her. 

The foal, born last spring, gave the De¬ 
Voes a sad experience, however, dying after 
only six days. Seventh Symphony was bred 
back to Double Zeus and is due to foal again 
May 1. "One of the reasons I was interested 
in Tulindas was because she is by Shelter 
Half," remarked Dr. DeVoe. "We had lost 
the Shelter Half foal and it was a kind of 
sentimental thing." 

Tulindas was their next purchase. "We've 
had Beth Ramsing and Dennis Palmgren of 
King's Cross Farm as our advisors all along," 
related Dr. DeVoe. "And Beth was with us at 
that sale. We watched Tulindas gallop and 
we knew she would go for a lot of money, so 
we looked at a few others. But we didn't get 
any of those." 

By the time Tulindas came into the ring. 
Dr. DeVoe had been called away from the 
sale, continued his wife. "Bill got a tele¬ 
phone call, and then he had to leave to go see 
a patient. Before he left he told me: 'You can 
go to X amount, and that is your absolute 
limit.' Well, Beth did the bidding and of 
course the filly went to $25,000 right away, 
and stayed there. That was exactly how 
much we had to spend." 

Bred by Fourbros Stable, Tulindas is a 
half-sister to 4-year-old Aube d'Or, winner 
of last year's Mantua Stakes and over 
$60,000. Tulindas brought only $3,000 when 
put through the 1984 Maryland Open Year¬ 
ling sale by her breeders. "She was small to 
begin with—although she's not really small 
now—and she had been injured as a wean- 
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ling," said Dr. DeVoe. "That might explain 
why she brought so little as a yearling. I liked 
her because I had seen Aube d'Or win an 
allowance race on the turf at Pimlico." 

After the sale, Tulindas was shipped to 
King's Cross Farm in Monkton where she 
received her early training. Meanwhile, Dr. 
and Mrs. DeVoe set about looking for a train¬ 
er. 

"We made appointments with a number 
of trainers, and went around and talked to 
them," said Dr. DeVoe. "We had a list of 
questions that Beth had prepared for us, and 
we shopped for a trainer the way a lot of new 
parents shop for a pediatrician." 

The couple ended up choosing trainer 
Hank Allen "because he seemed to give all 
the right answers, and because he really 
seems to like animals. Pony Club stresses the 
importance of taking care of the whole horse, 
and Hank Allen seems to share that view. 
We're pleased as can be with the job Hank 
has done for us; he has given us a lot of 
individual attention," remarked Mrs. De¬ 
Voe. 

Sent to Allen's stable at Bowie last August, 
Tulindas did not make her first start until 
December. "We got anxious there for a 
while," admits Dr. DeVoe. "Hank kept tel¬ 
ling us to be patient. And I believe that at¬ 
titude has really paid off. The filly never 
bucked her shins, or did any of the other 
things that young horses can do. She's al¬ 
ways been perfectly sound." 

After finishing third in her initial two 
starts at Laurel in December, Tulindas de¬ 
molished the field in her maiden-breaking 
victory on January 26 at Laurel. She has nev¬ 
er been worse than third in any of her six 
starts. 

Now the DeVoes have two 2-year-olds 
which they are planning to send along the 
same route. Those 2-year-olds are the Dou¬ 
ble Zeus filly (which was their first buy) and 
a North Tower filly purchased at last year's 
Eastern Fall Selected Yearling sale for $5,500. 

"I was out running a combined training 
show for Green Spring last fall," recalled 

Phoebe DeVoe, 13, assists with chores 
at MarPhe Farm in Phoenix (Md.), a family 
operation managed without outside help. 
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Mrs. DeVoe. "And Bill appeared at the show 
and announced that he had bought another 
yearling. From then on. I've been afraid to let 
him go to the sales alone." The North Tower 
filly, out of Tor's Lib by Rungus, was pinned 
grand champion at last year's Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association yearling show 
by judge Jack Van Berg. "If she was good 
enough to impress the judge, I figure she's 
good enough for me," commented Dr. De¬ 
Voe. 

In addition, the DeVoes have two other 
horses: a broodmare named Minna Montage, 
which they acquired privately through 


friends in June 1985; and a Dancing Count 
yearling bought at the 1985 Fasig-Tipton 
Eastern December Mixed sale for $4,000. 
Minna Montage is due to drop a Double Zeus 
foal this spring. And both she and the De- 
Voes's other broodmare will be returned to 
Rock Talk. 

Dr. and Mrs. DeVoe live in a community 
known as Windemere, off Dulaney Valley 
road, and keep their broodmares and young 
horses on a five-acre space behind their 
house. They are equipped with a seven-stall 
barn and large dressage arena, built within 
the last four years. The barn is modem and 
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DeVoes continued 


compact, ideally suited for a small family 
operation. 

Mrs. DeVoe and her daughters handle all 
of the farm chores themselves, with no out¬ 
side help whatsoever. Which is one of the 
reasons they will send both broodmares out 
for foaling. "We'll send them to Merryland 
to foal and then have them bred to Rock 
Talk," said Mrs. DeVoe. "Last year Phoebe 
and I slept in a bam at King's Cross for two 
weeks, waiting for our mare to foal, and I 
was there when it happened. But I don't 
think I would be comfortable handling it my¬ 
self. I need more experience before tackling 
that alone." 

Because of the way their farm is set up, the 
DeVoes have also so far restricted them¬ 
selves to fillies. "We like the idea of racing 
them and then having broodmare pros¬ 
pects," explained Dr. DeVoe. "But there is 
also the matter of space. We don't have room 
to separate yearling colts and fillies." 

"Besides," added Nancy DeVoe. "It's so 
much easier. 1 like going down to the bam in 
the morning and saying: 'Hi, girls!' " The 
couple is somewhat divided on the subject of 
what they will do if one of this year's foals 
turns out to be a colt. Nancy DeVoe insisted 
they would either need to sell the horse or 
move to a bigger farm, while her husband 
held out for the possibility of boarding their 
male horses at another place. 

"We talk a lot about moving," commented 
Mrs. DeVoe. "We'd like to have more room 
for horses, and we are definitely thinking 
about getting a bigger farm." 

Both Dr. and Mrs. DeVoe, however, must 
juggle their horse interests around long 
hours required by their work. 

Dr. DeVoe is chief of pediatrics at St. 
Joseph Hospital in Towson. Mrs. DeVoe 
teaches for the home and hospital program 
of the Baltimore County Public Schools. 
"Our days go from 6 a.m. to midnight every 
day. But we do enjoy what we're doing," 
remarked Mrs. DeVoe. 

The couple met in high school in Bradford, 
Pa., where they both grew up. They were 
childhood sweethearts, their romance sur¬ 
viving a four-year interval during college. 
"Bill came here to go to Johns Hopkins and I 


went to Penn State," said Mrs. DeVoe. 
"Then in 1960 we were married. That's when 
I started teaching school, and Bill started 
medical school at the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania." After medical school. Dr. DeVoe 
spent a year in Vietnam as a flight surgeon 
with the 1st Marine Air wing, and in 1968 
returned to Baltimore for his residency train¬ 
ing in pediatrics at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
"We elected to stay in Baltimore after that," 
he explained. Dr. DeVoe was in private 
group practice in Towson for nine years be¬ 
fore assuming his current role at St. Joseph. 
He still maintains a private practice at the 
hospital, in addition to his job on the staff. 

Mrs. DeVoe, with brief exceptions, has 
worked full-time throughout their marriage. 
"I took a few months off for each of the 
children (in addition to Margo and Phoebe, 
the couple has a son, David, 23, who lives in 
Charlotte, N.C., where he works as a car¬ 
penter)," said Mrs. DeVoe. "But I always 
told my children that's what I went to school 
for—to have a career. And I really do like 
working." Mrs. DeVoe teaches children in 
kindergarten through 12th grade who, for a 
variety of reasons, are unable to attend regu¬ 
lar school. "It might be something physical, 
like a broken bone or leukemia, or it might be 
emotional," explained Mrs. DeVoe. "Every 
child is different, and they are all working on 
different levels, so my work requires a lot of 
thought and preparation. But it can be very 
rewarding. 

"In the springtime I bring some of the chil¬ 
dren out to the farm and let them see the 
horses and chickens—we have two pet 
chickens," she went on. 

"We've put a lot into this farm. Literally 
it's been blood, sweat and tears. But the in¬ 
volvement with horses has paid off in so 
many ways. When the girls got to be teen¬ 
agers I never had to worry the way a lot of 
mothers do about where the girls were or 
what they were doing. I knew they were 
always with the horses. And now—with the 
race horses—it's a whole new adventure." □

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Benson Family Team 
Campaigns 'Chasers

Secluded and peaceful, 100-acre Hillview 
Farm may be the last rural bastion in an area 
bounded by Hunt Valley Mall to the south, 
Loveton Center to the north, and York Road 
and 1-83 to the east and west. The farm has 
been owned by their family for three-quar¬ 
ters of a century, and Lyle and Philip Benson 
were bom in the gracious brick house on the 
hill, as were Lyle's three sons, Lyle Jr., 
Michael and David. 

Lyle Jr. and Michael are now married with 
homes of their own. But the farm, always a 
haven for the Benson collection of horses 
and ponies, remains the family focus, today 
as a serious center for the training of their 
steeplechasers. Lyle Benson Sr. is the train¬ 
er; his older brother Philip (who lives in 
nearby Phoenix) is the owner; and Lyle's 
youngest son David is the rider. The others, 
grandchildren included, constitute an espe¬ 
cially fervent cheering section. 

"I guess I'm responsible for the change," 
says David, 21 years old, 6 feet tall and 160 
pounds. "I always had ideas about being a 
jockey, but about four years ago I realized I 
was going to be too big to ride at the flat 
tracks." 

The change David refers to is a switch from 
flat horses to jumpers. Lyle Sr. has held a 
trainer's license for some 36 years, usually 
running his homebreds directly off the farm. 
Lyle Jr. and Michael also groomed and exer¬ 
cised at the flat tracks for various trainers. 
And at 14 David was one of Timonium's 
youngest winning owners with a victory by 
Hillview Will. 
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"I never had anything very good," laughs 
Lyle with his customary frankness. "The 
best was Fast Will, who won some decent 
races and was fifth or sixth in the Dixie. 

"Maybe I should have considered jumpers 
then because I sold that horse to Chick 
Owens (another steeplechase owner), and 
he won several races over fences with him." 

Lyle's wife Ann, an avid skier, is the only 
one to have escaped the horse contagion, 
although she too turns out religiously to 
watch the Benson charges perform. "Ann 
pretends she doesn't know where the bam 
is. I think I cured her by bringing all the wild 
race horses home for her to ride," says Lyle. 

Aptly described by Baltimore Sunpapers 
writer Ross Peddicord as a "rerun of 'The 
Brady Bunch,' " the whole clan has for years 
occupied a box at Pimlico for Preakness day. 

When Lyle and David became interested 
in jumpers, it seemed only natural for Lyle's 
brother Philip to join the team. 

"Like Lyle, I grew up at Hillview riding 
ponies and even playing some polo," says 
the elder Benson, whose uncle Charles 
Kraus had his own polo field on his farm in 
Babylon, N.Y. "Our father took us to the 
Maryland Hunt Cup every year and, as an 
adult, I continued to be interested in the local 
point-to-point races. Now that I'm retired 
(from the AAI Corp.) and a widower, I have

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the time to devote to a sport that I truly 
enjoy." 

The family partnership started off well 
with a good timber horse appropriately 
named Mr. Fast (by Fast Charger out of 
Lemoyne's Miss by Beau Priam). 

In 1983, Mr. Fast started five times, won 
one, was second once, and third twice. The 
23-length victory was a spectacular wire-to- 
wire gallop in the Troublemaker steeple¬ 
chase at Fair Hill. Next came a third at Fair¬ 
fax, a close second to 1983 Timber Horse of 
the Year Redgate at Foxfield, and a third at 
Morven Park. 


"This was enough to place David ninth in 
the 1983 timber rider ranks, just behind the 
likes of Charlie Fenwick, Speedy Smithwick, 
Buzzy Hannum and George Sloan—and 
with one horse," states a proud father. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Fast subsequently de¬ 
veloped two bowed tendons and never re¬ 
gained his initial form. After a couple of races 
in 1984 and 1985, the decision has been made 
to retire the big gray. 

"He did come back well enough to finish 
second in the New Jersey Hunt Cup last 
year, and he's completely sound right now," 
says Lyle. "But we like him a lot, so we don't 
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Bensons continued 


want to hurt him. At 12, he just can't finish as 
strong as he used to, but he'd make a won¬ 
derful horse for hunting." 

With Mr. Fast out of commission in 1984, 
the Bensons concentrated on a former show 
horse named Arch Revolt (by Genarch out of 
Mia Reynard by Reno Mallet). The flashy 
dark brown gelding captured a fourth at 
Fairfax, a fifth at Great Meadow, and broke 
his maiden at the Middleburg fall meet. 

"We were really pleased with the way this 
horse was coming on, but then 1985 was a 
disaster for us," laments Lyle. "Arch Revolt 
fell at the Manor and broke a bone in his 
knee, and we were out for the season." 

"But the sport gets into your blood," adds 
Philip. "We simply turned our thoughts to¬ 


ward this year. If you win just once in a 
while, that's all you need." 

"Racing is so much fun, so exciting and so 
exhilarating," offers David. "But there's also 
so much that is tentative, so much that can 
happen. You have to take it one day, one 
race, at a time. You learn with each new 
experience." 

To this end, David has been working for 
1985 Timber Rider of the Year Charles Fen¬ 
wick Jr., as well as completing his senior year 
in marketing at Towson State University, 
getting 9-year-old Arch Revolt back into 
shape and bringing on a new purchase, 8- 
year-old Past Glory (by Dawn Glory out of 
Citation Lady by Pass'm All). The latter, a 
fine-boned chestnut, was second on the turf 
to stakes winners Census and Zaccio, and 
second over fences to Wallace Lanahan's 
good jumper Local Kid. 
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"It does get a little busy," the energetic 
athlete grins, "but I've learned a tremendous 
amount from the Fenwicks. Charlie is one of 
the best around. He seems to be able to settle 
any horse, to get him to relax. And Ann 
Fenwick has taught me so much about con¬ 
formation and what to look for in a good 
horse." 


"I guess it is a little more dangerous 
than skiing, because the horse has a 
mind of his own—but then he also 
will try to take care of himself ." 


As an up-and-coming steeplechase jock¬ 
ey, David Benson is anxious to get as many 
rides as possible, and schooling and gallop¬ 
ing several horses in addition to his own two 
allows him a broad range of experience. 

"When you're starting out, you don't al¬ 
ways get the best horses," David admits. "I 
guess it is a little more dangerous, say, than 
skiing, because the horse has a mind of his 
own—but then he also will try to take care of 
himself. I don't worry too much about it be¬ 
cause it's what I want to do." 

"He doesn't have to do the worrying. I can 
do it for him. I know what can happen up 
there," says Lyle, who rode his own share of 
point-to-point races and foxhunted the 
three-time Maryland Hunt Cup contender 
(late 40s-early 50s) Roxspur for his neighbor, 
Laura Franklin. "I don't know if anyone else 
gets as nervous as I do. 

"I'm the trainer, but actually I think all 
riders really call the shots," Lyle continues. 
"They're up there; they know what's really 
happening. I may tell him what I think, but 
David has the feel of the horse."

"As for me," laughs Philip, the somewhat 
silent owner in the partnership, "they make 
the decisions, and then I say 'yes,' or 'no.'" 

For 1986, the collective verdict is to cam¬ 
paign Arch Revolt over timber and Past 
Glory over brush. Both are scheduled to start 
at the April Strawberry Hill meeting in Rich¬ 
mond, Va. 

"You have to love the sport. You have to 
be totally dedicated," emphasizes David. 

"Well, I could love it even more if we had 
the timber or steeplechase Horse of the 
Year," states Lyle. 

"Yes, that would be great," agrees David. 
"But, for now, I just want to have horses to 
run each week—and none that breaks 
down." 

"And winning a few races would be nice, 
too," concludes Philip, quietly. □ 
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Maryland Million Ltd. 
Nominations Due May 15 



Ihe Maryland Million, the richest and 
most ambitious state stallion stakes program 
ever, is on target for its inaugural running 
Saturday, October 18, 1986, at Laurel race 
course. The entire nine-race card will be tele¬ 
vised nationally on the ESPN network and, 
tentatively, also broadcast here in Maryland. 
The show will be two hours in length, start¬ 
ing at 4 p.m., exceeded in air time only by the 
Breeders' Cup. 

As of March 15, a total of 182 Maryland 
stallions (seven deceased) were nominated 
to the program. All the progeny of these 
stallions conceived during the current breed¬ 
ing season, as well as all previous Maryland- 
conceived crops, are eligible to be nominated 
as individuals. The deadline for foals of 1984 
and before (2-year-olds and older) is May 15, 


1986—the only opportunity for these foals to 
be nominated ever—and the lifetime fee is 
$250. Nomination forms are available 
through the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The administration of the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion program is now being handled under 
contract by the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. The directors and officers of 
both organizations, the MHBA and Mary¬ 
land Million Ltd., have agreed that it makes 
good sense economically and organization¬ 
ally to avoid two separate offices and to com¬ 
bine sources, even while maintaining sepa¬ 
rate corporate identities. 

Richard W. Wilcke, who began March 1 as 
executive vice-president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, will continue as 
executive director of the Maryland Million. 
Designated portions of office space, person¬ 
nel time and other requirements have be¬ 
come part of the contractual agreement be¬ 
tween the two organizations. 

Nomination blanks and other Maryland 
Million publications have referred repeated¬ 
ly to the autonomy and discretion of "Mary¬ 
land Million Ltd." This is the name of the 
not-for-profit Maryland Million corporation. 
The directors and officers of this corporation, 
along with the advisory board, comprise the 
"Maryland Million Committee." The people 
who comprise Maryland Million Ltd., along 
with some background information about 
each, follow. 

President: James McManus (Jim McKay)— 
Jim McManus, who now operates a small 
breeding farm near Monkton, grew up in 
Maryland and has had a long and distin¬ 
guished career as a sportscaster for the ABC 
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television network. He originally conceived 
the idea of such a program and he has made 
the biggest and most effective effort to gain 
corporate sponsorship. He is president and 
executive committee chairman. 

Vice-president: R. Alan Hutchison—Alan 
Hutchison, administrative assistant at 
Windfields Farm, has been vice-president of 
Maryland Million Ltd. since the corporation 
was chartered last summer. Representing 
the largest and most prestigious farm in 
Maryland, Alan has been a tireless worker 
and booster for the Maryland Million pro¬ 
gram. 

Secretary-treasurer: Charles J. (Chick) 
Lang—The Maryland Million program is to 
be an annual event, alternating each fall be¬ 
tween Laurel and Pimlico. This year, while 
the event is scheduled for Laurel, Chick 
Lang, executive vice-president and general 
manager of Pimlico, is serving as secretary- 
treasurer of Maryland Million Ltd. Next 
year, when the event moves to his track. 
Chick will become chairman of publicity. 

Director: J. William Boniface—An active 
trainer as well as a breeding farm owner/ 
manager, Billy Boniface serves as chairman 
of the Maryland Million's race day commit¬ 
tee. He and his committee have determined 
the racing card and conditions, and will be¬ 
come increasingly active as the date ap¬ 
proaches. 

Director: Geoffrey A. Huguely—Jeff 
Huguely is a businessman, a farm owner and 
an active partner in the highly successful 
Fourbros Stable. When the Maryland Million 
was undergoing some growing pains, Jeff 
stepped in as chairman of the finance com¬ 
mittee and did an excellent job of making a 
great idea practical and achievable financial- 

iy- 

Director: Robert T. Manfuso—Bob Man- 
fuso is chairman of the publicity committee 
as the representative of the host track for 
1986, Laurel race course. Bob is the executive

Dan Shirley New Head of 
State Fair Horse Events 


Twenty-six year-old Dan Shirley has ta¬ 
ken over as superintendent of the horse de¬ 
partment of the Maryland State Fair. Shirley 
succeeds Holden Rogers, who was in charge 
of horse shows at the Fair for nearly 20 years. 

Dan Shirley, who earns his living as an 
agricultural technician at the University of 
Maryland's plant research farm in Beltsville, 
grew up with a close involvement in the 
State Fair. His parents—Hank and Bob Shir¬ 
ley—have for years been staunch supporters 
of Fair activities. Bob Shirley is extension 
agent for 4-H youth in Carroll county, and 
Hank is a longtime volunteer leader. 

"I believe my parents even met at Timon- 
ium," said young Shirley. "I know there is a 
story about their coming back from their 
honeymoon right to Timonium for the draft 
horse show." Dan has attended the Fair all 
his life, and as a child he showed Shetland 
ponies and participated in equitation and 4- 
H events. 

A graduate of St. Paul's School in Brook- 
landville, Dan holds a bachelor of science 
degree in general agriculture from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. 

He has been ringmaster of the open horse 
show events at the State Fair since 1974. 

As superintendent, he will have responsi¬ 
bility for overseeing all horse events at the 
Fair. "We're not planning any changes in 
format," related Shirley. "But there area few 
new attractions this year. We've added con¬ 
formation classes for draft horses. Last year 
we had hitch classes for the first time and 
they were very successful. Also, we'll have a 
six-horse hitch class that we didn't have last 
year. 

"We're still "A" rated by the American 
Horse Shows Asssociation in Welsh and 
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Arabs and top-rated by the Maryland Horse 
Shows Association in Thoroughbreds and 
pony hunters. 


"In the future we'd like to have a national 
show for Shetlands. And we plan to make 
some schedule changes, perhaps combining 
some shows to alleviate people having to 
make separate trips on different days for 
their Thoroughbreds and non-Thorough- 
breds." 

Shirley is the third generation of his family 
to hold a superintendent's post at the Mary¬ 
land State Fair. His father has been super¬ 
visor of the horse pulling contest since the 
death of Dan's grandfather, Joseph (J.W.)

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Commission hires Schertle 

Kenneth A. Schertle has been named to 
the post of executive director of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, filling a vacancy 
which was created by Bill Linton's departure 
in early January. 

Mr. Schertle, who has served as general 
manager of Laurel Race Course since 1981, 
was tentatively scheduled to assume his new 
duties on April 20. 

A native of Baltimore, the 52-year-old 
Schertle is a graduate of Loyola High School 
and Loyola College. He gained his first expo¬ 
sure to racing in 1962 while employed by an 
accounting firm which was under contract to 
Bowie. "The firm sent me to work at Bowie, 
and when the meeting ended I was given the 
option of remaining as an employee of the 
track," recalls Mr. Schertle.

Preakness simulcast 

Simulcast rights to the 111th Preakness 
have been offered to 32 race tracks and to 
off-track betting corporations in New York 
and Connecticut. 

"We expect most of these tracks to accept 
Pimlico's contract, and we have already re¬ 
ceived definite commitments from the ones

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in Canada," said Pimlico spokesman Chick 
Lang Jr. Canadian law permitting simulcast 
wagering went into effect in September, 
1985. This year for the first time all four 
Canadian tracks—British Columbia Jockey 
Club in Vancouver; Connaught Park, a har¬ 
ness track in Quebec; Edmonton Northlands 
in Alberta and Woodbine in Ontario—will 
have simulcasting of the Preakness. 

Last year, with 24 sites around the U.S. 
offering simulcast wagering on the Preak¬ 
ness, $7,199,263 was bet on the race. An¬ 
other $1,461,997 was wagered on the Preak¬ 
ness at Pimlico. "Almost all of the tracks that 
were racing at the time accepted simulcast¬ 
ing last year," said Lang. "The only excep¬ 
tion was in New York, which was not al¬ 
lowed to. Now simulcasting is allowed in 
New York, and we think they'll have the 
Preakness this year."

Simulcasting approved 

Under the terms of a contract recently ap¬ 
proved by the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion, Pimlico races are being simulcast three 
days a week to Las Vegas. 

"This is something that was tried a few 
times last year," said commission spokes¬ 
man Mike Hopkins. "But now it's being 
done on a regular basis, Mondays, Tuesdays 
and Saturdays, through August 22. Laurel 
will have the same agreement during its 
meeting." The Maryland tracks derive 
$1,000 for each day their races are transmit¬ 
ted to Nevada, and the revenue is split 50-50 
between horsemen's purses and the track.

Obituary 


Miss Emilie S. Bromley 

Miss Emilie S. Bromley, a prominent Vir¬ 
ginia horsewoman who was for years a lead¬ 
ing consignor to Maryland yearling sales, 
died February 9 at the University Medical 
Center in Charlottesville, Va. 

Bom in Philadelphia, Miss Bromley re¬ 
called in a 1974 Maryland Horse interview: 
"Horses didn't really run in my family al¬ 
though my uncle John Bromley did race un¬ 
der the name of Cedar Farm. As a little girl I 
begged for a pony. One thing led to another 
and before too long I was out hunting. For 
quite a few years hunting was my biggest 
thrill in life. I used to spend the entire winter 
in Ireland hunting . . . When my arthritis got 
me to the point where I couldn't ride well 
anymore, well, I simply moved to commer¬ 
cial breeding." 

Miss Bromley developed her 100-acre 
Middleground Farm near Warrenton in 
1963, and over the next 15 years annually 
marketed a select number of high-quality 
yearlings at Timonium. 

Miss Bromley was a member of the Valley 
Forge Gun Club, and was rated a marksman 
in trap shooting. 



During World War II she drove for the 
Canadian Associated War Services and later 
served as a volunteer driver for the Red 
Cross. 

She is survived by a sister, Mary Neill; two 
nieces and one nephew.

suspected. When Potomac Fever broke out, 
for example, I was called upon to look over 
the pastures on farms where horses had be¬ 
come ill. I ascertained that plant poisoning 
was not a factor in Potomac Fever." 
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Wild mountain laurel ( Kalmia latiflora), 
azalea and rhododendron remain green 
through the winter in our area and therefore 
may appeal to the horse turned out in an 
otherwise bare pasture. Twelve of the 23 
Maryland counties have reported deaths 
from this type of poisoning. Other culprits 
are jimsonweed (Datura stramonium) and bit¬ 
tersweet (Solatium dulcamara ), common 
members of the deadly nightshade family. 
Even the everyday cocklebur (Xanthium 
strumarium) seedlings contain cyanide, while 
the burrs themselves can form serious ob¬ 
structions in the digestive system if eaten. 

An additional source of winter poisoning 
is the common black locust tree (Robinia 
pseudoacacia). Predominantly harmless, it can 
nevertheless cause poisoning if animals 
chew its bark or gnaw off bark left on black 
locust fence posts. 

In swampy pastures, elderberry and water 
hemlock, a 6-foot tall plant that resembles 
the smaller, harmless Queen Anne's lace, 
create the most difficulties. 

Pokeweed (Phytolaica americana) is another 
widespread native species that should be 
controlled where horses are pastured. 

"In early spring, when the pokeweed 
shoots are 4 to 5 inches tall, they are edible," 
said Dr. Hill. "But the root is poisonous, and 
once the plant is over a foot tall the poison 
has moved up the entire plant. Although 
there have been some fatalities connected 
with this plant, more often the animal recov¬ 
ers after obvious signs of visual impairment 
and staggering." 

Dr. Hill also counseled his audience to be 
careful about the hay they feed. It should not 
be contaminated with poisonous wild or 
weedy species, especially the spurges, milk¬ 
weeds or dogbane. 

"Know the source of your hay and exam¬ 
ine it," he advised. "For example, our only 
poisonous fern, the bracken fern (Pteridium 
aquilimum), likes to grow on the edge of 
fields. It could easily get mixed in with hay if 
the grower is not careful. 

"Also, avoid Johnson grass (Sorghum 
halepense) hay. All sorghums present a prob¬ 
lem because as soon as they get hit by frost, 
they develop cyanide in the plant. Ironically, 
Johnson grass was originally introduced as a 
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pasture grass, and it's very hard to get rid of 
once it's established. If you have Johnson 
grass growing in your pasture, don't let ani¬ 
mals feed on it once the weather turns cold." 

While poisonous wild plants in the pas¬ 
ture may be difficult to identify and to eradi¬ 
cate, another common cause of poisoning in 
horses is totally within the control of the 
horse owner. 

"When you clean up around the house 
and lawn, don't dump clippings of land¬ 
scape bushes, old house plants or vegetable 
garden debris into the pasture or within the 
reach of livestock," said Hill. "One single 
seed of the red yew berry (Taxus spp.) is 
enough to kill a person or an animal." 

Poinsettia, boxwood, daffodil bulbs, Eng¬ 
lish ivy, horse chestnut, hydrangea, potato, 
tomato and rhubarb leaves, privet, tobacco 
and many other cultivated plants are all 
highly toxic if consumed by the horse. 

To help Marylanders identify the poison¬ 
ous plants that may cause problems in their 
area. Dr. Hill has recently completed 100 
Poisonous Plants of Maryland. The fully illus¬ 
trated book will soon be available through 
Dr. Ralph Adkins, Agriculture Extension Di¬ 
rector, Room 1216, Symons Hall, University 
of Maryland, College Park, Md.

The Seattle Slew endowment fund will 
help carry forward the work of the Jockey 
Club Research Foundation, which was es¬ 
tablished in 1982 to assist basic research in all 
phases of Thoroughbred breeding and rac¬ 
ing. 


Insurance rates are not so far affecting 
Maryland tracks to a dramatic extent, al¬ 
though "the cost of doing business could 
become prohibitive," if rates continue to es¬ 
calate, in the words of Marty Jacobs, Laurel's 
treasurer. Pimlico comptroller Charles Heise 
said that in addition to paying higher rates, 
Pimlico has gone toward a stricter safety 
code providing such things as a fire extin¬ 
guisher every 150 feet in the stable area as an 
addition to the already established sprinkler 
system. 


Fire insurance rates soar 

Insurance rates at race tracks throughout 
the country have skyrocketed in the wake of 
recent catastrophic fires at Arlington Park 
and Belmont. 

One of the tracks most seriously affected is 
Saratoga, which has a number of historic old 
bams not protected by sprinkler systems. 
Last month the problems with insurance 
threatened to delay (or perhaps even elimi¬ 
nate) the April 1 opening of Saratoga's train¬ 
ing track. 

According to New York Racing Associa¬ 
tion senior vice-president Lenny Hale, the 


Infectious disease committee 

A new committee is being established by 
the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders As¬ 
sociation to help transmit information relat¬ 
ing to equine infectious disease. 

"There is presently no mechanism for the 
exchange of factual information (concerning 
infectious disease) on the international scene 
except for certain 'notifiable' diseases," ex¬ 
plained Shirley Taylor, chairman of the new¬ 
ly formed committee. "Many diseases, in¬ 
cluding Equine Viral Arteritis, fall under the 
listing of 'non-notifiable' diseases, and that 
category is our major concern. There is no 
governmental responsibility for reporting 
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'non-notifiable' diseases between countries 
or states." 

The TOBA infectious disease committee 
will function through a group of seven re¬ 
gional subcommittees, with the committee 
as a whole gathering at least once a year 
during the August national meeting of the 
TOBA. 

International Expo in Kentucky 

Lectures and discussions on taxation in 
the horse industry, breeding techniques, 
farm management, equine disease and re¬ 
search and the economics of racing and sales 
will be included in a three-day International 
Thoroughbred Exposition and Conference 
May 13-15 at the Lexington Center in Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky. 

A trade show of Thoroughbred products 
and services will be conducted in conjunc¬ 
tion with the conference, which was con¬ 
ceived by the Kentucky Thoroughbred As¬ 
sociation. Over 25 nationally prominent 
speakers are on the agenda.

Tulindas is the first horse ever to race in the colors 
of Thomridge Stable—a partnership that consists 
of Dr. William DeVoe, head of the pediatrics de¬ 
partment at St. Joseph Hospital, his wife Nancy 
and his brother Donald, a Minneapolis (Minn.) 
businessman. 

A half-sister to the Maryland-bred stakes winner 
Aube d'Or, Tulindas was purchased by that group 
for $25,000 at the Maryland Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale in May of last year. 

"I had seen Aube d'Or win an allowance race on 
the turf at Pimlico earlier in the spring," Dr. De¬ 
Voe recalls of their decision to purchase this filly. 
"Also, I was particularly interested in getting 
something by Shelter Half. And we had a great 
deal of help from our advisors, Beth Ramsing and 
Dennis Palmgren." 

Following the sale, Tulindas was taken to Ram- 
sing/Palmgren's King's Cross Farm in Monkton 
(Ma.) where she received legging up and training 


until last August, when she joined trainer Hank 
Allen's Bowie-based racing stable. 

The roan filly has never been out of the money in 
six starts. Her first appearance was a maiden 
special at Laurel on December 14, in which she 
finished third (beaten seven lengths). She broke 
her maiden by a resounding seven and one-quar¬ 
ter lengths at Laurel on January 26. Her last start 
prior to the Politely Stakes was an allowance race 
at Laurel on February 15, in which she placed 
third. 

Dispatched as 6-5 favorite in the Politely Stakes, 
Tulindas dueled Alydar's Red Head up until the 
final furlong, then held off a strong bid from Eye 
Que to score by three-quarters of a length. Eye 
Que was second by two and one-quarter lengths 
over Alydar's Red Head, while J.E.'s Den reported 
in another five lengths behind in the Maryland- 
bred event. Muddy track conditions reduced the 
field for the Politely Stakes to only four starters. 
An off track is apparently no deterrent to Tulin¬ 
das, however, as both of her victories have been 
gained in mud and slop. 

On March 15, Tulindas returned to give what was 
perhaps her strongest performance to date, finish¬ 
ing second (by a length) in the unrestricted Flirta¬ 
tion Stakes over a muddy track at Pimlico. 

Bred by Fourbros Stables (a partnership com¬ 
posed of brothers Bob and Tom Manfuso and 
Geoffrey and George Huguely), Tulindas is the 
fifth stakes winner to represent Shelter Half, from 
two crops to race. She was sold by her breeders for 
$3,000 in the 1984 Maryland Open Yearling Sale. 
Ironically, Alydar's Red Head, who finished third 
in the Politelv, had been the center of a dispute last 
year when sne was knocked down for $325,000 as 
the sales-topper at the Fasig-Tipton Florida Select 
Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale.

Lucky North is owned jointly by his breeder, Mrs. 
Richard C. duPont, and John Franks, who pur¬ 
chased half-interest in the horse as a yearling. 

As a 3-year-old, Lucky North raced in Mrs. du- 
Pont's colors in England, winning two races and 
placing in three others. Brought back to the 
United States last year, he recorded two seconds 
in allowance races at Churchill Downs in Novem¬ 
ber. In late December he won the $25,000 Diplo¬ 
mat Way Stakes at Fair Grounds, but was disqual¬ 
ified and placed second for causing interference to 
second-place finisher Silent King in the stretch. 

Prior to the Hot Springs Handicap, Lucky North 
had made two starts this year: on February 1 he 
was third in the Louisiana Handicap at Fair 
Grounds, and on January 25 he ran fourth in the 
Fair Grounds's Super Bowl Handicap. 

Lucky North's dam is Lucky Ole Me, a stakes- 
winning ($59,336, Jersey Belle Handicap) half-sis¬ 
ter to the dam of Tank's Prospect, who has had 
five other foals to race. Lucky North is her only 
stakes horse, although a colt by Master Willie 
(GB)—Luckv Ole Me brought $130,000 at the 1984 
Keeneland Fall Yearling Sale. The 18-year-old 
broodmare did not have a foal in 1984 or 1985, but 
she is due to drop an Akurevri foal this spring, and 
will be returned to the Windfields stallion Oh Say.

Squan Song continued her near flawless 1986 
campaign with a resounding five and one-half- 
length success in Garden State's Haddonfield 
Handicap on March 8. 

The Bob Brennan-owned filly (who won last 
year's running of the Haddonfield, which was 
then worth $100,000) has made three appear¬ 
ances this year. Two of those starts resulted in 
stakes wins, and the other was a dead heat for 
second in the Grade 3 Affectionately Handicap. In 
her effort just prior to the Haddonfield, Squan 
Song gained a close victory in the Grade 3 Rare 
Treat Handicap at Aqueduct. 

Based on her remarkable winning streak—Squan 
Song has actually failed to win only once since she 
returned to competition last November following 
a three-month layoff—the 5-year-old was accord¬ 
ed high weight of 123 pounds (at least nine more 
than each of her rivals) in the Haddonfield. Yet her 
starting odds were 2-5. And this time it wasn't 
even a close call. Moving to the front at the top of 
the stretch, Squan Song took command over the 
field of eight other older fillies and mares was 
ridden out by a wide margin. 

Charisma Stable's Native Derby, always promi¬ 
nent throughout the mile and one-sixteenth 
event, held gamely to be second, one-half length 
in front of third-place finisher Add Mint. Squan 
Song earned $45,960 (including a Breeders' Cup 
premium award) for her 14th career stakes win. 

Bred by Linda Green of Glyndon (Md.) and sold 
for $125,000 at Keeneland as a yearling, Squan 
Song has twice been voted a divisional leader 
among Maryland-breds, and was last year's 
Maryland-bred horse of the year.

Whether or not Broad Brush will go on to distin¬ 
guish himself in the 1986 spring classics can only 
be a matter of speculation. But Robert E. Meyer- 
hoff's colt is clearly the best 3-year-old currently 
based in Maryland. 

Before his most recent victory in the $350,000 Jim 
Beam Stakes-G3 at Latonia (see page 20 for de¬ 
tails), Broad Brush won two consecutive stakes at 
Pimlico. 

He triumphed as odds-on favorite in the first divi¬ 
sion of the General George Stakes on February 20, 
and nine days later returned to a game success in 
the $100,000 Federico Tesio Stakes. 

Sharing high weight of 122 pounds in both events. 
Broad Brush each time dominated the competition. 

He wired the field in the Tesio, gaining a three and 
one-half-length margin by midstretch, then hold¬ 
ing off a determined challenge by Due Process 
Stable's Fobby Forbes to score by a nose at the 
wire. Fobby Forbes came in seven lengths in front 
of third-place finisher Double Feint. Bringing up 
the field were Fork Union Cadet, Lil Tyler, Point of 
America and Miracle Wood. 

In the General George, which was run over less- 
than-ideal ("muddv") track conditions. Broad 
Brush dueled with Swallow through the first half- 
mile and gained a clear advantage by mid-stretch. 
Although Fast Step moved up in the final stages, 
Broad Brush was not seriously threatened, and 
held on to win by a daylight margin of one and 
one-quarter lengths. Fast Step was runner-up in 
the General George, followed by Swallow, Trial 
Flight, Mike Cantwell, Spiderman and Etoile du 
Nord. 

An impressivelv-bred horse. Broad Brush is by 
the accomplished sire Ack Ack out of the stakes- 
winning mare Hay Patcher (whose dam is a half- 
sister to the dam of Exceller). Hay Patcher has

President's 

Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
March 20, 1986 in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia road. Present were: William 
Albright, Frank A. Bonsai Jr., C. Frank Hop¬ 
kins, King T. Leatherbury, Robert T. Man- 
fuso, J.W.Y. Martin Jr., James McManus, 
Betty Shea Miller, Joseph P. Pons Jr. and 
Katharine M. Voss. Absent were: Kimball C. 
Firestone, Jerold C. Hoffberger, James F. 
Lewis III, John C. Mobberley and James P. 
Ryan. 

Following approval of the minutes and 
treasurer's report, the board considered the 
report of the Finance Committee on the 1986- 
87 budget and other recommendations with 
respect to check signers and pension trus¬ 
tees. The new budget represents the first 
time the MHBA has had a budget where the 
Maryland Fund, the magazine and other as¬ 
sociation functions are separately designated. 

After approval of the Finance Committee 
report, Ms. Voss reported that the Maryland 
Million bill was nearing final passage by the 
General Assembly. She also informed the 
Board that the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion had approved the change in the MHBA 
service charge from 6 per cent on breeder, 
owner and stallion bonuses to 5 per cent on 
the entire fund. 


After a discussion on the Commission rule 
change to ban Lasix in Grade 1 stakes, the 
Board reaffirmed its previous position by a 
unanimous vote. Richard Wilcke expressed 
intent to publish an article in the magazine 
presenting all sides of the issue. Much re¬ 
search has been done on bleeding and drug 
testing recently, and all agreed that the re¬ 
sults of these studies should be made avail¬ 
able to MHBA members. 
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A discussion of the date and time for the 
yearling show followed in which it was 
agreed to stick to the June 22 date with a 10 
a.m. starting time that had been set by the 
Show Committee. 

Mr. McManus reported on the excellent 
progress of the Maryland Million in obtain¬ 
ing corporate sponsorships. All of the spon¬ 
sors so far were national corporations and he 
felt that some local firms should be repre¬ 
sented. He requested the board members to 
work on obtaining some local sponsors. 

Mr. Martin gave a report from the Horse 
Marketing Committee, outlining various 
strategies which are being considered for im¬ 
proving the sales situation in Maryland. 

Ms. Voss noted that a staff person would 
be appointed to coordinate with each com¬ 
mittee. Rich Wilcke was assigned to the fol¬ 
lowing: Education, Magazine, Legislative 
and Marketing. Mary Thomas was assigned 
to: Breed Promotion, Social Activities, In¬ 
dustry Relations and Nominating. 

Mr. Pons gave a report of the Magazine

committee recommended changing the size 
of the magazine to 8 V 2 xll, the same size as 
the Thoroughbred Record , Blood-Horse and 
Spur. Advertisers would realize substantial 
savings on mechanical charges, which will 
benefit both members and national advertis¬ 
ers. The unique size of the Maryland 
HORSE has been a deterrent to boosting ad¬ 
vertising revenue. The committee also pro¬ 
posed an increase in black-and-white space 
charges and a new rate card. The previous 
rate card was printed in 1981. 

Mr. Wilcke then reported to the board on 
his efforts to regain the tax exempt 501(c)(5) 
status for the MHBA. Once that status is 
granted, then the MHBA could establish a 
controlled subsidiary with a 501(c)(3) status 
that would be the Education Foundation. 
Mr. Wilcke also reported that until we regain 
the 501(c)(5) status, the cost of directors' lia¬ 
bility insurance is prohibitive. For a tax ex¬ 
empt organization, insurance is available 
and affordable and the executive vice-presi¬ 
dent recommended the MHBA defer obtain¬ 
ing said insurance until such status is 
achieved. □

Povich, Bagli 
Honored With 
Pimlico's Old 
Hilltop Awards 


Shirley Povich, dean of the Washington 
Post sports columnists, and Vince Bagli, the 
voice of WBAL-TV sports, have been se¬ 
lected to receive the 1986 Old Hilltop awards. 

Established in 1976, the Old Hilltop award 
recognizes members of the media who have 
covered Thoroughbred racing with excel¬ 
lence and distinction for more than 20 years. 

The awards, which are sponsored by the 
Maryland Jockey Club (corporate owner of 
Pimlico), will be presented May 16 at the 
Alibi Breakfast in the clubhouse dining 
room. The Alibi Breakfast traditionally 
unites the news media with the owners, 
trainers and jockeys of horses participating 
in the Preakness, this year to be run for the 
111th time Saturday, May 17. 

In 1922, three years after Sir Barton be¬ 
came the first Triple Crown winner, Povich 
joined the sports department of the Post as a 
copyboy. The sports enthusiast had been 
discovered while working as a caddy in Bar 
Harbor, Me., by a former Post publisher. 

He polished his journalism skills at 
Georgetown University, where he gradu¬ 
ated, and by 1926 he was elevated to sports 
editor. 

"My first Preakness was Gallant Fox (1930) 
and I've covered every one since with the 
exception of the war years," Povich recalled. 
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"My most memorable one was when Mate 
beat Twenty Grand and Equipoise—it was a 
big upset." Every president since Calvin 
Coolidge has read a Povich column. 

Among the honors bestowed upon Shirley 
was the prestigious Grantland Rice award, 
presented by the Sportsmanship Brother¬ 
hood for outstanding sportswriting in the 
literary tradition of 'Granny' Rice. 

Bagli, a native Baltimorean, graduated 
from Loyola College in 1949 and immediate¬ 
ly began his broadcasting career with radio 
station WANN of Annapolis. 

Before being hired by WBAL in 1964, he 
served as a racecaller at the now defunct 
Baltimore Raceway (1959-1962) and also was 
a columnist for the Baltimore Nezcs Post. 

"My first Preakness was 1952 when Blue 
Man won with Conn McCreary," Bagli re¬ 
called. "I was covering for WBAL radio's 
National Sports Parade. 

"I've covered a lot of Preaknesses over the 
years and I'm grateful to people like Joe 
Hirsch for assistance."

Feature race of the inaugural program, the 
six-furlong Burch Memorial Handicap, was 
won by Mrs. E.H. Augustus's Informant, 
with Nick Shuk aboard. War Age, carrying 
the silks of Mrs. Ben Cohen, pursued the 
winner throughout and was beaten a neck at 
the wire. 

■ A number of popular favorites made 
headlines during the early spring at Bowie. 

The five and one-half-furlong Miss Mary¬ 
land Stakes brought out one of the nation's 
top 2-year-old fillies of the previous year— 
along with a record crowd of 25,917 specta¬ 
tors. 

Dark Charger, who accounted for the 
Polly Drummond, Adirondack and Schuy- 
lerville Stakes at 2, gained a length and one- 
quarter victory in the stakes event at Bowie. 
Owned by Mrs. Helen W. Kellogg, the 3- 
year-old daughter of Depth Charge—Os- 
wellblessed by Boswell was trained by local 
veteran Odie Clelland.

And 
in 1956, he took both the Southern Maryland 
and Bowie Handicaps. Joe Jones, who cam¬ 
paigned for breeder Ethel D. Jacobs, had 
been conceived while his famous sire Stymie 
was still in training. 

Sometime Thing, a Vanderbilt-bred filly 
who had been champion of the 1953 Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association yearling 
show (judge Preston M. Burch describing 
her as "as close to perfection as you'll find in 
a race horse"), also extended her list of ac¬ 
complishments during Bowie's spring meet¬ 
ing. 
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The daughter of Discovery—Now and 
Again by *Bahram annexed Bowie's Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap with a thrilling finish over 
Mrs. (Ethel D.) Jacobs's Searching. Carrying 
124 pounds. Sometime Thing got the seven 
furlongs in a brilliant 1:24^, just one tick 
slower than the track record set by Helio¬ 
scope. 

■ Meanwhile, another of Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt's star campaigners had become the focus 
of unusual contention out-of-state. When 
Find shipped in and won the New Orleans 
Handicap, Louisiana's Governor Earl K. 
Long was so incensed by the outside inva¬ 
sion that he tried to set up an equine em¬ 
bargo on Fair Grounds race track. The Lou¬ 
isiana Racing Commission did not back 
Long's proposal. 

■ An increase in both the number of racing 
days and the takeout in Maryland would 
result from the recent approval of legislation 
in Annapolis. 

Under the new provisions, the take at 
Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico was to be boosted 


from 10 to 12 per cent. The three mile tracks 
would be authorized 40 days apiece, instead 
of splitting 100 days among them; and Mary¬ 
land's five half-mile tracks would each have 
12 racing dates instead of 10. 

■ Native Dancer's long-awaited first crop 
was making its appearance. Editor Raleigh 
Burroughs reported that of the first six foals, 
two were chestnuts, one brown, one bay, 
one gray and one black. The black was pro¬ 
duced by Next Move and dropped at Mr. 
Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm. □

Editorial 


Managing for Success 


r\s one with a longstanding interest in market economics, I find the Thorough¬ 
bred industry to be an especially fascinating and complex one. This is because of the 
unusually large number of variables affecting success, many of which are out of the 
control of—and usually unknown to—the individual trying to succeed in business. 

It would be an easy game if all it took for success were the factors you could do 
something about. For example, it is possible to develop and improve your skills at 
pedigree analysis, or financial management, or conditioning horses to sell or to race. If 
you can raise capital, you can upgrade your facilities or your breeding stock, or both. 

But taking these steps, and some others we could list, would not guarantee live 
foals, or 2-year-old winners, or soundness at the track. And, as everyone knows, 
barren mares, or cold stallions, or track stalls filled with leg problems can have more to 
do with year-end balances than fundamentals of good management. 

Overall market trends (as opposed to bloodline popularity) probably have less 
significance in this business than in most others. When the market is low, some 
breeders are still making money. Concurrently, for some others, the market cannot get 
high enough to cover their costs and make up for their debts or poor management or 
bad luck. 

The approach for any operation, large or small, is to think of itself as in direct 
competition with every other operation in those factors over which it has control. 
Theoretically, there is a ranking of everyone in this business based on the ability to 
survive bad markets and bad luck. The secret is to move up the ranking past your 
neighbors and friends.
